The Englifb Court, fay they in Scotland,

they are fate, and the Church will be fe-

But they can get none, that will fo 
much as agree toa Toleration of Epifcopa- 
cy, while they belong to the Parliament of 
Scotland; fo that tu Day they may be brib’d, 
tv morrow they cannot; to Day they may 
be all Epifcopal Men, to merrew they will 
be a Security againft Epifcopacy.

To Day they are fo many, they wiil en- 
danger the Englifo Church ; to Morrow fo 
few, they can’c defend their own.
